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Beauchamp Officially Asked to Leave Women's Studies Class

Brian Beauchamp is the 
name of the male student or- 
dered to leave Dr. Elizabeth 
Rucki*s Introduction to Wom- 
en's Studies class. On Thurs- 
day, January 13th Beauchamp 
was sent a letter by E>r. Paul 
Colilli, Dean of Humanities, 
telling him to withdraw from 
the course. In spite of Dr. Don 
Thompson, Provost and Presi- 
dent of Thomeloe College, say- 
ing in an interview last week 
that,"That's an incorrect im- 
pression that the student was 
asked to leave." 

Indeed, the letter orders 



Beauchamp to "withdraw im- 
mediately from WOMN 
1005EC" or register in a corre- 
spondence course. The letter 
gives "conduct which threat- 
ens harm to the proper func- 
tioning of the University Pro- 
grams or activities" as the rea- 
son for his being asked to leave 
the class. Beauchamp is upset 
with the tum of events because 
he wishes to study Women's 
Studies. "As far as I'm con- 
cerned I want to stay in the 
Program." 

Dr. Thompson suggested 
that there are problems in the 
class with "the way Beauchamp 
conducted his own questions 
and challenges." Dr. Paul 
Colilli said, "As a Dean I feel 
strongly that we should have 



an environment where people 
can express themselves with- 
out feeling intimidated. We will 
be able to avoid people being 
intimidated by moving the stu- 
dent to another course." 

Beauchamp said. **Dr. 
Rucki says she feels threatened 
by me. I'm a big guy. People 
are afraid of me. But I've hung 
around girls all my life and 
none of them have had any 
complaints." 

Beauchamp is concerned 
about the content of the class. 
He finds a bias against men in 
the course material, he said, "If 
she gets too far off base, I put 
up my hand." He describes the 
course as a "neo-nazi training 
ground for the feminist move- 
ment," 



One female student in the 
class who takes Beauchamp 's 
side says she does not feel 
threatened by his presence. She 
said, "I think the situation is a 
little out of control." She says 
he gives his opinion in class 
and members of the class "feel 
opposed to what he is saying 
and it becomes disruptive for 
the class." 

Another student sug- 
gested that there is a problem 
with the way discussion is con- 
ducted by Dr. Rucki. "She lets 
it get out of control where peo- 
ple are actually fighting and 
she hasn't stepped in." 

A female student that is 
bothered by the presence of 
Beauchamp said that debate 
mediation is not the problem, 



"I don't think it's Dr. Rucki's 
fault. They don't know when 
it's enough." She said, "I think 
some of the things he 
(Beauchamp) says are unsuit- 
able. He can get his point across 
by saying it other ways." 

Beauchamp says he is 
studying Women's Studies in 
an attempt to familiarize him- 
self with the problems that 
women face. He says," I'm 
trying to get into law. If I ever 
get to be a lawyer, I'm going to 
have to deal with these issues. 
I also lake Native Studies . My 
average is A. I have no prob- 
lems with that class." 

Beauchamp maintains 
that he plans to stay in the class. 
"I'm staying in because I don't 
think I should have to go."

sexual assault "The voluntary 
agreement of your companion to 
engage in the behaviour in ques- 
tion" is needed. As weU as "con- 
sent to move to another stage." 

Alcohol use by the victim or 
the accused is almost never a 
defense to a charge of sexual as- 
sault. *' Alcohol changes the whole 
game." In the case where a female 
is intoxicated and her partner 
wishes to engage in intercourse, 
her alcohol use means that her 
consent to sex may not be a defense 
in court. Garson said, "As soon as 
you see she's drunk, that's a red 
light" Though an intoxicated vic- 



sible for his or her actions even if he 
or she is intoxicated. 

The Assistant Crown Attor- 
ney suggested that action is not pur- 
sued every time an event like this 
occurs, but because occasionally it 
does, people should protect them- 
selves. "One lime out of a hundred 
they will involve the authorities. But 
it's a life record and it's a life de- 
stroyer." Garson 's advice to students 
is to warn friends about the changes 
in the law, *Think about that guy that 
we all know is bound to be a victim of 
these laws and do him a favour and 
tell him about them."

For the longest time I was 
having a private argument with my- 
self. Do I vote for the provincial NDP 
in the next election or not? They had 
become more conservative then the 
Conservative Party. Well, I didn't 
have to wait long before the NDP 
came back to their Utopian socialist 
roots. 

In December, our conu^es 
in Toronto released the Fair Tax Com- 
mission * s report on taxation, all II 14 
pages of it. It * s shocking. It ' s also one 
of the best examples of the attempt to 
create class envy, that is to set one 
segment of society against the other 
so that the NDP will benefit during 
the next election. Here's why: 

The provincial government 
would lake over the cost of education 
completely, resulting in your prop- 
erty taxes falling. The opposite reac- 
tion in this Newtonian law is that 
your income taxes would rise. Under 
the present system, a portion of your 
property taxes were at least guaran- 
teed to go to education. The NDP 
would be free to completely deter- 
mine the level of support for schools, 
which should make you feel very 



confident If you think your taxes 
would fall, don't worry, under the 
recommendations, school boards still 
have the right to levy a further 10% of 
government funding from residential 
properties. 

The report also asks for a new 
national sales tax. on a broader base 
of goods and services, to replace the 
GST and PST. And the Commission 
argued this report wasn't a lax grab? 

They also want to negotiate 
with Ottawa to allow the province to 
set it's own rates and tax categories 
for income tax. If this one gets 
through, I will personally guarantee 
that income taxes will rise through 
the roof, probably under the excuse 
that "there was a lower than expected 
revenue coming in" or "there is still 
income disparity in Ontario", trans- 
lated it means that there are still 
wealthy people left in the province. 

The report urges the govern- 
ment to tax groups like the Boy 
Scouts, Girl Guides, religious groups, 
orphanages (I thought there were poor 
people in those) , the Red Cross, chari- 
ties for the poor (hmmm), and cem- 
eteries. I personally like taxing cem- 
eteries the best. It shows that even 
when you die, you can still have the 
opportunity to support the bloated 
corpse of socialism in Ontario. 



There are more taxes: con- 
sumer fee for garbage collection, tax 
onozone damaging substances, new 
taxes on materials that hurt the envi- 
ronment (this report is 1 1 14 pages a 
copy, does that mean...), a new tax on 
fossil fuels, and a new fee structure 
for motor vehicle registration. 

Now, taken in parts, this 
doesn't seem that bad, but when all 
linked together they affect a subtle 
change that would take away the 
money from people who truly create 
jobs, the *evir wealthy.

Some sample numbers from 
the Toronto Star, which presumably 
got their figures from the Commis- 
sion stale that a single mother, living 
in Toronto with two children in an 
apartmentand earning $20000 would 
pay $506 less, while a single earning 
family maki ng $ 1 25000 with two chil- 
dren and owning their own house 
would pay an extra $1687. Does that 
$506 less that the single mother pay 
create a job? Perhaps a government 
one to administrate all the new taxes, 
but it doesn't do one thing for the 
economy. The extra $1600 that the 
single earning family would pay 



might have 
gone into in- 
vestments. 
which create 
jobs. The gov- 
ernment sim- 
ply doesn't 
believe that 
wealthy peo- 
ple * create 
jobs. but 
that's the fact. 
What 
this report re- 
ally wants is 
to redistribute 
income. Take 
it away from 
people who 
earned it be- 
cause they are 
more success- 
ful and give it 
to people who 
have been 
prayed upon by the NDP's propa- 
ganda. The high earners invest and 
create jobs for others, but the NDP 
would have you believe that the rich 
got that way because they stole money 
that should have legitimately gone to 
the poorer.By taking money from the 
rich, you will adversely affect the 
economy, and hurt the poor. Don't

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in Luttier King fought to end discrimination and achieve equality for all people. His organizauon 
Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC) , pron>oted non-violent tactics. Numerous sit-ins, protest 
marches and demonstrations drew attention to the unjust treatment of blacks in the United States. The various 
demonstrations which led to the March on Washington produced a strong effect on national opinion and resulted 
in the passing of the Civil Rights Act of 1964. 

This act oudawed discrimination in places of public accommodations and created a federal fair employ- 
ment practices agency with enforcement powers. Most significanUy. this act gave the president the power to 
withdraw federal funds from state and local agencies that discriminated against Negroes. King was not entirely 
satisfied by the Civil Rights Act He saw the need for a law that would give blacks the right to vote in all states. 
Consequentiy. the Voting Rights Act was passed in 1965. Martin Luther King Day recognizes this activist's 
endless efforts to get blacks the fineedom and equal justice that they deserve. 
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New Election Procedures for the SGA

It seems like only yesterday it was Christmas, and the next thing you know, it will be 
Spring Break. Time flies so quickly in second term it is unbelievable! As you may be aware, 
when you return from the Break, you will be overwhelmed with among many other things, 
posters, posters, and more posters! 

Yes, that's right, it's SGA Election time again. You may have recieved already in the 
mail, a voting card. This is a 3X5 card with your name, student number,and polling location 
written on the back. This is a part of the new election procedures developed by a very creative 
Constitution Committee. Please do not throw away this card. You need it to vote. Without 
this card you do not have a vote. 

This year, on March 9 or 10 you will take this card to the location listed on the back to 
cast your ballot. You will be asked to turn in your card and present your student card. If you 
do not have a student card, you will not be allowed to vote. Just like the Federal Election, 
you have to show ID. Your name wiU only appear on one voters list so please go to the 
location on the back of the card. Any other polling station will turn you away. Your card will 
be collected and your name will be crossed off the list. 

Students living in residence will vote in their residence. UC, SSR, and MSR students 
will vote on Student Street. Huntington will vote in Huntington, U of S will vote in U of S, 
and Thomeloe will vote in Thomeloe. Off Campus students will vote in one of two places. 
The polling station will depend on the program you are registered in. Anyone whose program 
department is housed in the Science or Eraser Buildings, will vote in the Science Cafe. 
Everyone else, including Classroom, and Arts Building, Teachers College, Phys. Ed and Pro- 
Schools will vote in the Great Hall. If there is any doubt as to where you vote, please contact 
the SGA office as soon as possible. If you do not recieve a Voting Card in the mail within 
the next few weeks, (by the first week of February, at the latest) come in to the SGA office 
to get one. You will need proof of ID and program to obtain one. 

The double voting problems of the past have been rectified this year. Should you obtain 
two voting cards for some reason, you will only be able to use one. When you show your ID, 
and voting card and cast your ballot, your card will be collected and your name will be crossed 
off the list, the only list your name will appear on. Should you attempt to vote again, your 
name will already be crossed off and a card could be cross referenced. Your name will be 
taken, and the punishment listed in the newly adopted Constitution will be applied. You will 
be ineligible to hold a position on the SGA Board and will be unable to vote for the next three 
(3) years. 

Although this procedure may sound somewhat complex in my explanation, it is really 
quite simple. If you have any problems understanding this, or have any questions, please do 
not hesitate to contact either Michelle, or myself in the SGA office for further explanation 
of the process.

It can be identified by locking for the 
initials below a recycling logo with a 1 in the middle, or simply a raised white 
dot Learn to recognize this type of plastic, which is different than the opaque 
type that windshield washer fluid is packaged in. 

Speaking of plastic, it is very important NOT to put plastic grocery 
bags into the recycling containers. Your efforts to collect cans and PET 
plastic containers are appreciated, however these bags are made of "film" 
plastic and must be removed from the bins. (Which is a major hassle! !)

Robert Monroe, publisher of 
Journeys Out of the Body, a fust 
person account that chronicled his 
alleged out-of-body-experience. 
Here are Moru*oe*s tips for an out-of 
-body experience. According to 
Monroe, anyone can travel outside 
the body, all it takes is pracdce and 
the desire to do it For those attempt- 
ing OBE's, Monroe suggests the fol- 
lowing guidelines, 

1) In a warm, dark room where you 
wiU not be disturbed, lie in a comfort- 
able position with your head pointing 
north.

Official-Languages 
Monitor Program 



Under a program funded by the Government of Canada, 
the Ministry of Education and Training in conjunction 
with the Council of Ministers of Education, Canada, 
invites students to apply for the position of second- 
language monitors (French or English) for the 1994-95 
academic year. 

Part-Time Moniton 

Official-languages monitors must be full-time postsec- 
ondary students usually studying in a province other 
than their own. They will work between six and eight 
hours per week under the supervision of a second-lan- 
guage teacher. Some francophone monitors will be 
assigned to French schools outside Quebec. For eight 
months' participation in the program, they will receive at 
least $3,500 and one return trip between their home and 
the host province. 

To be eligible for the part-time program, students 
must have completed at least one year of postsec- 
ondary studies or will have completed such studies by 
the end of the 1993-94 academic year. 

Full-Time Manitors 

Full-time monitors must have completed at least one 
year of postsecondary studies. Duties consist of assist- 
ing French second-language teachers In rural or semi- 
urban areas usually In a province other than their own, 
for 25 hours per week. Some francophone monitors will 
be assigned to French schools outside Quebec. Monitors 
will receive up to $1 1 ,400 for 1 months of participation. 
They will also receive two return trips per year between 
their home province and the host province. They may 
also receive a moving allowance of a minimum of $300 
and a maximum of $1 ,1 1 for commuting expenses 
within the host province.

Don't Be Bitter...

It seems that Shaun Joseph felt it necessary to alert the Laurentian community about the quality 
of protection he was receiving at the Olympic GoldPool. Thank-you Shaun, but your opinion would have 
been better received in an informal meeting with myself or Ron Larwood, Chairperson of Physical 
Services. Your opinion is, of course, your personal matter, but for the rest of the Laurentian community, 
I would like to clarify a few things. 

Firstly, there is a provincial standard for lifeguards that must be met before a person can guard on 
deck. Guards at the Olympic Gold Pool are required to exceed these standards by maintaining not only 
their National Lifeguard Service (NLS) award, but also their CPR and Aquatic Emergency Care (AEC) 
awards. As well, all but one of our guards are certified as Instructors for both the Royal Life Saving Society 
of Canada, and Red Cross. It is true that experience is valuable in this profession, but it is also true that 
the qualifications mentioned above are the same qualifications that someone working at a pool for 10 years 
would hold. In this respect, experience does not make you more qualified, it only makes you more 
comfortable because of the situations that you presumably have dealt with. 

As far as hiring staff for our facility goes, there was a try-out set in early September. There were 
signs posted around campus for a few weeks prior to this try-out, and it ended up that there were more 
people applying than positions available. It was the responsibility of Mrl^arwood and myself, therefore, 
to choose the guards that had performed the best at that try-out, and then hire these people on a probationary 
period to ensure that the quality of their guarding was high. Although I received many applications after 
this point in time, there was no room to employ additional lifeguards, so the staff has remained as is. 

It is not true that the majority of the staff is made up of high school students. There are 1 8 University 
students, and 9 High School students currendy employed. This balance of University ^d community staff 
is critical to maintain smooth operations year round, especially since our program requires several full- 
time employees throughout the summer months. Without community support, there would be no staff for 
that crucial time of our facility management. It is very atypical that qualified people from outside the 
community remain in Sudbury and apply for the summer positions. 

In short, Shaun, if these "experienced guards" you mention apply on time next year, Vm sure they 
won't experience the problem you did this year, and in the end might not be so bitter.
